Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In response to inquiry by Messrs. Hajlek and McBride, Mr. Sisson 
indicated that Hoppe et al., fairly taught combining multiple detectable dyes with amplification reaction buffer 
components, including polymerase and a sugar, sucrose, which was used at 60%. Mr. Sisson directed attention to 
Hoppe et al., page 680, center column, last paragraph, as providing motivation for using such a composition. Mr. 
Sisson noted that Nardone et al., teach of combining acid red 1 and acid violet 5 (col. 6) in compositions that in turn are 
used in PCR (cols. 13-14). Mr. Sisson also directed attention to Gelfand et al., as disclosing applicant's preferred 
embodiment of using a PCR buffer (composition) comprising 50% glycerol (col. 27 and 29). Mr. Sisson directed 
attention to page 15, first paragraph, of applicant's specification as teaching that a 50% glycerol solution has a specific 
density of about 1.14 g/cm3, a limitation of claims 43, 46, 49, 50, 52 and 55-59. 

Mr. McBride indicated that he would be talking with applicant in the near future and that we will reconvene the interview 
next week to discuss possible claim language. . 
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
